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Fiscal Impact Summary 

This bill will have no fiscal impact as the limitation of a homeowners’ associations restrictions 
for the use of flagpoles to fly the United States flag does not operationally or fiscally impact state 
agencies. 

Explanation of Fiscal Impact

This bill clarifies that a homeowners’ association restrictions may not prohibit the installation of 
a flagpole for the display of the United States flag.  However, the homeowners’ association may 
provide reasonable rules and regulations regarding size and location of the flagpole.  The bill 
does not operationally or fiscally impact state agencies. Expenses associated with revisions to 
forms and policies can be managed without state subsidy. Therefore, this bill does not have a 
fiscal impact.
